Republicans, Failing to Get Votes 


Needed for Approving Increases 
Over Bryan Recommendations, De- 
feat Appropriation Bill — Reconsid- 
eration Believed Likely Although 
Preparations Made for Adjournment. 


Taking an unprecedented action, the Nebraska state 


senate Wednesday morning killed H. E. 242, general appro- 
priation bill, by a 16 to 17 vote, throwing the state's finan- 
cial situation for the next biennium into a new tangle. 


Republican leaders made good 


their threat to defeat the bill if they 
could not muster the twenty votes 
necessary to carry increases over the 
governor's budget, after an hour's 
maneuvering had failed to bring 
either recalcitrant republicans or 
democrats around. 


Although republican leaders were 


standing firm at noon Wednesday, 
expressing the belief that they had 
played their cards, there were indi- 
cations that a move for reconsid- 
eration was under way. Whether it 
would come from the house or sen- 
ate was in doubt. 
It was known, however, that Gov- 
ernor Bryan is opposed to calling of 
a special session which would be 
necessary if the present legislature 
fails to pass an appropriation bill to 
provide funds for carrying on the 
state government during the next 
biennium. 
Fight On Sorensen Item. 


A $14.000 item played a major role 
in the failure of republican leaders 
to gain their twenty votes and in 
the resultant defeat of the appro- 
priation bill. -This was the $14,000 
cut by the senate finance committee 
from the litigation fund of the at- 
torney general. 
It lost the votes of Senators 
Wherry and Clark, republicans, and 
possibly Senator oJhnson, republi- 
can, whose votes Senator Wherry 
claimed ha could swing. The Paw- 
nee City solon sought to force re- 
publican 
leaders to agree to a 


specific amendment to reinstate the 
S29.000 litigation fund appropria- 
tion. 
Finance committee leaders balked 


at an effort to change the bill after 
it had gone to third reading, but 
even the strongest opponents of At- 
torney General Sorensen were will-

Our farm board, tired of buying 


wheat above the market price, will 
sell in Europe the huge surplus "ac- 
quired while it was "running a 
wheat corner." The farm board 
paid as much as 92 cents a bushel, 
and will probably get about half 
that, as it gradually "dumps" its 
wheat on Europe's markets. 


By the way, it was "red. roaring 
Bolshevism" 
when the Russians 


dumped a little wheat over here. 
It will be respectable finance when 
we dump one of two hundred mil- 
lion bushels in Europe.

CONCESSIONS TO 


BEET GROWERS 


SCOTTSBLUFF. Neb.. April 22— 


'*•.'— Sugar beet growers of north- 
western Nebraska have been re- 
leased by the Non-Stock Co-opera- 
tive Sugar Beet Growers associa- 
tion to grow such acreage as they 
may desire. 


The previous release given by 


the association restricted the mem- 
bers to grow not more than 70 per 
cent of the acreage they had asked 
the association permission to grow. 
The release came after a confer- 


ence between Great Western Sugar 
company officials, headed by W. "D. 
Lippitt, vice president and general 
manager of Denver, and the asso- 
ciation directors. 


Growers were given several con- 


cessions, the most important of 
which was the appointing of a com- 
mittee of company and association 
men to determine fair methods of 
taking top tare of beets. Findings 
of the joint committee will be com- 
piled in pamphlets to be distributed 
among all growers, sugar company 
employes, and field laborer. 
Irrigation restrictions were also 
modified by verbal agreement-be- 
tween Lippitt and Frank Kemp. 
Western Nebraska district manager 
for the company. The contract bars 
irrigation after September 15, but 
under the agreement reached at the 
conference growers will be permit- 
ted greater latitude. 


Any restriction in acreage now re- 


maining will be volutary because of 
the $1.50 a ton reduction in beet 
price to $5.50. which has been made, 
association directors believe.

It 
is only in the effort of man's care 
for man that beauty exists.' ' 
"In the establishment of our hos- 


pitals for the care of disabled vet- 
erans," Mr. Tmley declared, "we 
feel that we are pioneers in much 
the same sense as our forefathers 
in Nebraska were pioneers one hun- 
dred years ago. As necessity of con- 
serving men and again returning 
them to Uie field of battle prompted 
the building of reconstruction hos- 
pitals in wartime, so has necessity 
demanded that the disabled men of 
war be reconstructed and returned 
to the duties of peace time. 


Tribute to Auxiliaries. 


"As usual the first efforts toward 


hospitalization w e r e m a d e by 
women. The women of today, the 
auxiliaries to the several veterans' 
organizations by their united efforts 
have made evident the need of hos- 
pital extension and are in a large 
measure responsible for th insteitu- 
tion we. are dedicating today." 


The speaker commended the loca- 


tion of the hospital as ideal. "It has 
been frequently said that the atmos- 
phere of Lincoln is in some subtle 
way different from many parts of 
the country," he added. "There is 
a high tyne of citizenship here and 
the wonderful university adds its 
share to this." 


The hospital staff was also com- 


mended, as was the bureau director, 
Mr. Beck, of whom he said "Ne- 
braska is fortunate in having a man 
of his vision looking after the vet- 
erans of the territory." 


Struggle "Unites People. 


"The United States of America, 


what a wealth of meaning. How po- 
tent the name, signifying as it does, 
a united people !

ing to agre to changing the litiga- 
tion fund appropriation 
in 
con- 


ference, if the bill as it stood was 
passed with twenty votes. Unwilling 
to agree to this compromise Tues- 
day 
afternoon, Senator 
Wherry 


started a move for a general re- 
vision of the appropriation bill on 
the part of dissatisfeid republicans 
and the bulk of the senate demo- 
crats. 


Caucus Held Tuesday. 


This move culminated in a cau- 


cus late Tuesday afternoon, in 
which most of the democrats and 
Senators Wherry, Clark, Johnson, 
Behrens and Axtell, republicans, 
participated. Under the leadership 
of Senator 
Wherry, this group 


worked out a series of amendments 
which were ready to offer when the 
senate convened Wednesday morn- 
ing. 


It took nearly an hour's battle 


over rules in the senate Wednesday 
morning before the vote was an- 
nounced, which marked the death 
of the bill, appropriating more than 
forty-three million dollars for state 
government purposes. 


The tenseness of the situation 
was evident even while prelimi- 
naries were disposed of. As soon 
as Lieutenant Governor 
Metcalfe 


announced the return to considera- 
tion on third reading of H. R. 242, 
Senator Rodman uncorked a new 
surprise move on the part of the 
G. O. P. leaders by moving a call of 
the senate. A call means locking 
of the doors, banning of any busi- 
ness, and search by the sergeant- 
at-arms for any missing members. 
Wherry Loses Appeal. 


Senator Wherry then opened his 


drive to get the bill back for 
specific amendments. Whether he 
would have been satisfied with the 
one amendment to adjust the at- 
torney general's litigation fund or 
whether he would have demanded 
the program worked out at the 
Tuesday afternoon caucus was never 
learned. 


Before he could tell what he was 


going to move, Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Metcalfe ruled him out of or- 
der. Wherry then charged steam- 
roller tactics and a moment later 
moved-that the call be lifted. The 
chair ruled a call could not be lifted 
until a change had been made and 
ruled Wherry's motion to adjourn 
until 10 o'clock out of order. Sen- 
ator Welch, democrat, changed from 
nay to aye nad the call was lifted 
by a 17 to 15 vote. 


Senator 
Wherry then charged 
that a bill could be sent back for 
specific amendment but Metcalfe 
ruled this impossible after it had 
been put to pasage. An appeal from 
the chair was made by Senator 
Wherry, which after extensive argu- 
ment was put to a roll call vote. 
The senate voted 29 to 4 to sus- 
tain the chair. 


Scott Changes Vote. 


With the scramble over rules out 


of the way, the lieutenant governor 
announced the procedure he would 
follow and ordered a verification of 
the roll call taken Tuesday. Sena- 
tor Welch immediately switched his 
vote back to no. leaving the vote 17 
lor and 16 against the bill. 


With no evidence of a change on 
the part of democrats or insurgent 
republicans to put the bill over, 
Senator P. W. Scott. McCook re- 
publican, switched from aye to no, 
for he purpose of carrying out the 
repui/lican threat to kill the bill- 


Considerable time was still al- 


lowed by the chair for possible 
changes. Half & dozen republicans 
had checked the roll and were pre- 
pared to change their votes if any 
democrats switched from no to aye. 
None did, and with all parties urg- 
ing that the vote be announced, 
Lieutenant Governor Metcalfe de- 
clared the bill defeated, 16 to 17.

Edgar Howard of Colum- 
bus voted in favor of the amend- 
ment; Bep. Charles Sloan of Geneva 
and Fred Johnson of Hastings vot- 
ed, against it; Senator B. B. Howell 
and Rep. Willis G. Sears of Omaha 
absent at the time of the vote, and 
Bep. Bobert Simmons of Scottsbluff 
was paired. The amendment was 
finally defeated.

Another Nebraska D. A R. pro- 


ject, tinged with the romance of 
pioneering, was the work done 
throughout the year in marking 
and commemorating historic spots 
in the state, particularly the wa'eon 
trails over which the first wagons 
passed 100 years ago on their cour- 
ogeous, adventuring way to the un- 
developed territory of the north- 
"west. The first Jong stretches of 
of the dim wagon tracks of the 
Oregon trail, the Overland route, 
the Mormon trail and the pallis of 
the pony express crossed the region 
that is now Nebraska. 


A large granit boulder with the 
Oregon Trail marker and the D. 
A. B. plaque was dedicated last 
fall near Scottsbluff, "the gate- 
way that opmed the Oregon trail 
t othe foothills of the Rockies." An- 
other boulder was dedicated at 
Roubidoux Pass, through which 
;he Mormon immigrants journeved 
to great Salt Lake valley. In April, 
1930. the Deborah Avery chapter in 
CJncoln. the first chapter organ- 
ized in Nebraska, placed 64 bronze 
markers at the graves of deceased I 
membars. 
An interesting historic 


marker was placrd at Eebron on ' 
(he site cf old Port BuUer, which 
in the early sixties was a protec- 
tion apainst the Indians with its 
six-foot thick trail of prairie sod.

WASHINGTON, April 22—W)— 


President Hoover is making a thor- 
ough study of administrative ma- 
chinery of the federal government.

two years in office, the chief exec- 
utive has turned his attention to 
administrative affairs. 
The inspection is being conducted 


mostly for his own information, but 
there is a possibility that he may 
discover the need of legislation to 
bring several bureaus up-to-date. If 
so, he will make his recommenda- 
tions to congress is December. 
The president Is not conducting 
his inquiry primarily through cabi- 
net members but is calling in bu- 
reau and commission heads from all 
over town. Cabinet members are 
wnstiited at times but most of the 
•work is being done through the "lit- 
tle cabinet," as assistant secretaries 
and bureau chiefs are called. 


No Time for Vacation. 


One of the reasons Mr. Hoover 


decided he could not make a trip 
thiough the national parks and to 
his home at Palo Alto. California, 
was that he needed the time for 
this survey. 
On week-ends at the Rapidan 
camp he takes with him various 
government officials and after the 
day's fishing is over they sit around 
the fire and talk over problems the 
guests happen to have in their bu- 
reaus or commissions.

eral weeks ago that "politics is ad- 
journed" has been taken literally 
at the white .house. Except for a 
few scattered conferences with sen- 
ators or representatives concerning 
local patronage, the president has 
not held a political conference since 
the breakfast one which resulted in 
the Indiana senator's assertion.

•whose proposed amendment to the 
bill leaving the salary to be fixed 
by the governor, not exceeding $3,- 
600 had previously been voted down, 
added to the entertainment of the 
house and the gallery crowd 
by 
handing the slip of paper to Rad- 
ke as the latter passed his seat in 
leaving the chamber. The amend- 
ment, as Porter explained, had been 
handed to him by the secretary; 
but the house did not know this 
when it rejected the change in 
phraseology. 
Represenative Boelts. who intro- 


duced the bill. H. R. 443. tried 
again to withdraw his name from 
it. but the house refused him per- 
mission to do so. He made a 
lengthy harangue in opposition to 
it. 
Majority Leader Burke and 
Minority Leader O'Malley joined in 
advocating the higher salary for the 
secretary.

session 


•were S. F. 353, for state inspection 
and grading of hay at points of 
shipment, and S. F. 218, allowing 
certain commercial trucks 
from 


other states to operate in Nebras&a

from Nebraska.

MR. BRYAN'S FOLLY. 


Governor C. W. Bryan is one of the most adroit, 


calculating and resourceful politicians Nebraska has 
ever developed, and that is saying plenty, for we have 
as a matter of fact turned out a number qualified for 
the rank of master. 


• 
Now in the closing hours of the legislative session, 


the senate kills the appropriation bill which provides 
for all of the state activities. Were the lawmakers to 


• adjourn, it would be necessary to convene a special 
session, at heavy expense to the state, and interrup- 
tion and delay to business. It is an unprecedented 
situation in Nebraska affairs and yet it is the natural 
and logical fruits of the deliberate folly which Mr. 
Bryan has pursued. 


As a newspaper which has performed more than 


lip service to the democratic party of Nebraska and 
the United States in years gene by, we say unhesitat- 
ingly Governor Bryan is largely responsible for this 
mess which has developed in the legislative program. 
He has not been fair. He has had only one thing in 
mind and that is his own political prestige. He start- 
ed to play politics at the outset, he has been at it ever 
since and if his past record is any indication of what 
is to' be expected, he will continue even though it 
leads him to an inglorious anti-climax in public life. 
He is so sure of himself that anyone who aares to

1 his opinions must be either a scala- 


wag or an imbecile. 


For the purpose of capitalizing upon an alluring but 


.misleading campaign slogan last November Mr. Bry- 
an told the people of Nebraska he would reduce their 
taxes. He spoke of waste and extravagance. Perhaps 
•Mr. Bryan thought money was being thrown to the 
birds but a man with his long experience and contac. 
with public affairs should have known better. He 
made a promise which he could not fulfill without 
seriously crippling state activities. To make good on 
it he had to say to the state institutions under the 
'•board of control and to the educational plants they 
could not have a penny for new buildings. He knew 
-the state asylums are overcrowded. He knew the popu- 
lation at the feeble-minded institute is constantly 
growing. He knew the penitentiary is housing nearly 
•twice as many prisoners as its faculties intended 
. should be housed there. He knew the state univer- 
sity has been growing and that building has not kept 
pace with it. 
» » • 


Governor Bryan knew all of these things and yet he 


-deliberately told the people of this state he would 
'"reduce their taxes." By what method? By denying 
''to unfortunates the recognized necessities of housing? 
By saying to educational institutions they must lag 
and fall behind, thus sacrificing the fruits of fifty 
years of building in Nebraska? 


Mr. Bryan resorted to the most flagrant partisan 


appeal to enforce his will upon a legislature which 
knew he had been short-sighted and visionless. He 
•cracked his whip across the backs of the democrats 
in the house and the senate. And they, like sheep, 
i cringed under the lash. The question of supplying 
"necessary support for state institutions and for educa- 
'tion is not in the largest sense a partisan issue. What 


• democrat, including Governor Bryan, has the right to 
'say he is more interested in the welfare of Nebraska, 
' than a republican representative or a republican sen^ 
'.ator? What democrat has the right to claim a su- 
'perior concern for the welfare and the development 
of the state? 
• Governor Bryan will be in office two years. The 
i public U not concerned with how much he seeks to 
build hJmself up; to enhance his political prestige and 


I influence. 
It does not require courage to espouse 


such a popular and misunderstood proposal as tax re- 
' duction. Generally it arouses the plaudits of 
the 


voters. It does call for a stout heart to fight for those 


" things which are necessary in development but which 
are likewise burdensome and sacrificial. But long 
[after Mr. Bryan is out of the governor's office, the 
.university, the normal schools, and the various in- 
stitutions under the board of control will be serving 


• the people of Nebraska. They deserve fair treatment. 
They did not get it under Mr. Bryan. He is willing his 
successor two years hence, or possibly at some later 
date shall bear the burden of correcting the mistakes 
•which he would now force the legislature to make. But 
their needs should be met now. 


The house finance committee spent weeks in in- 


vestigating the actual requirements of the various 
state activities. The bill which they reported repre- 
sented their sober, thoughtful judgment. But Mr. 
Bryan ordered its death, loosened his democratic cav- 
alry in the house upon it. exhorted his faithful fol- 
lowers to assist him in its slaughter. And novr in the 
hour when the legislature should be concluding its 
•work, the appropriation bill is killed as a result of the 
deadlock which has arisen. The senate is to be con- 
gratulated upon its refusal to accept a miserable p!ece- 
quHt in the form of an appropriation. It should stand 
by and fight gallantly lor the things which ait: vital 
to continued Nebraska progress. The state and "its 
Jature are more important than Mr. Bryan's political 
career. He has in the main produced this regrettable 
deadlock through his own folly. 


lieve the garrison at Ft. Sumpter was fired upon. He 
was severely criticized for his dllatorlness and his fail- 
ure to take action to circumvent the actions of those 
who were moving to destroy the union, but while 
he was certainly blamable, it was probably best that 
ail things waited until Lincoln took hold. 


This nation has elevated to the presidency som« 


rather mediocre men, as compared with the great 
ones who have occupied that gositlon, and probably 
none was less fitted for the place than Buchanan. 
Yet he had many good qualities and many sincere 
admirers. He was never married, the romance of his 
youth having been terminated with the death of his 
fiancee. But when his widowed sister died he reared 
her children as though they had been his own. The 
eldest of these, Harriet Lane, was his "official hos- 
tess" while he was president, and a most charming 
and gracious one she proved to be. She afterward 
married and became a patron of the arts, presenting 
to, the city of Washington paintings and other objects 
of great value. 


Buchanan was wealthy and had he not believed 


himself a statesman when in fact he was merely a 
second rate politician, he would probably have stood 
higher in the estimation of his countrymen today.

He has de- 
veloped its organization and administered its affairs 
in such a manner as to command the highest regard 
of the people of Lincoln and in the entire territory 
served by the company. They have found he could 
be depended upon to deal honorably and squarely and 
fairly with the consumers; that it was his honest en- 
deavor to build and develop the community by supply- 
ing light and power at the lowest possible cost and in 
the most efficient manner. 


It speaks volumes for Mr. Brooks that In all of the 


territory served by the company of which he has been 
president, a utility no longer occupies the unenviable 
role of a public ogre. It is held in high regard. It 
has been public-spirited and generous in every worth- 
while undertaking. It has been fair and just with its 
employes as well as with the consuming public. It 
has built plants, equipped them with the latest and 
the best machinery, with the result that a cordial and 
friendly relationship has replaced one of suspicion and 
distrust. Mr. Brooks is in a large measure responsi- 
ble. Perhaps the fact that he came from the bottom 
of the ranks, that he had rubbed elbows with the pub- 
lic, understood it, respected its wishes and its rights, 
enabled him to score the splendid success which he 
has had in this field. It is men of the caliber and 
character of Mr. Brooks who'are responsible for the 
changed attitude of the public toward the utility in- 
dustry. 


The people of Lincoln will miss him, and more es- 


pecially his associates and employes. But the new 
position -which he has been called to represents an ex- 
ceptional opportunity. It is in the rapidly developing 
utilization of natural gas as fuel for homes and in- 
dustry. It is just now in its infancy. Huge sums of 
money have been poured into its development in t"ie 
last two years. Mr. Brooks goes to one of the largest 
operating companies in the field to duplicate his sig- 
nal success here.

sociated Press announced to the world the passing of 
one of the immortals of the canine world. 


To many, Igloo will be remembered as the dog who 


visited both the North and South Poles—the only ani- 
mal to accomplish the feat. 


To Admiral Byrd, however, Igloo had the greatest 


title to which a man can aspire—2. faithful friend. 


Of Byrd's fame and courage, of his aristocratic 


breeding and social position. Igloo knew nothing. By 
none of man's faulty standards could Igloo measure 
the man who dared the Arctic and Antarctic in the 
flimsy arms of an airplane. Igloo recognized only a 
kindly master. 


And not by any man-made coin could Igloo show 


his gratitude. All he could do was to brighten Byrd's 
lonely hours with his 'capers and canine devotions. 
Who can evaluate such friendship? 


BENITO VIEWS WITH PRIDE. 


Premier Benito Mussolini of Italy must have en- 


joyed himself Tuesday as he inaugurated scores of 
public improvements in celebration of- the 2,686th 
birthday of Rome. He was hurried by automobile 
from on'e inauguration to another in connection with 
the opening of parks, schools, workmen's houses, mon- 
uments, streets and other improvements. 


H Duce could see tangible evidence of his accom- 


plishments as he went from one ceremony to another 
to rapid succession. For it is in this field of public 
improvements that his dictatorship'is seen at its best. 


If Mussolini decides thLt a street should be widened, 


a block of old buildings wrecked, a park established 
or a monument erected—these projects are the same 
as accomplished. 


He doesn't need to appoint a planning commission 


to spend months studying the situation and then re- 
port that the street needs to be widened, something 
which everybody knows. Mussolini doesn't need to 
gain the consent of a legislature or of voters-to under- 
take the project. He doesn't have to squabble about 
a budget or appropriations. The constitutional'ty and 
legality of the method he adopts don't •worry Musso- 
lini. 


Public improvements don't become involved In poli- 


tics, court procedure, red tape, alibis, excuses, and in- 
decision under a dictatorship. 
That is the reason 


Mussolini has been able to do more in the way of 
public buildings, streets, parks and recreation cen- 
ters than was accomplished under the old regime in 


i a much longer period of time.

But. even under a dictatorship, these improvements

to be paid for and that par*5cuTar -Droblem has given 
Mussolini considerable trouble. He has been forced to 
' cut expenses to the extent of reducing salaries of even 
the faselsti soldiers.

Readers of 
fiction are now returning from the 
ghoulish excursions into the under- 
world of the abnormal, the vicious 
and the sexual pervert, to novels 
depicting the heroic qualities of 
sterling character. Read the ro- 
mances which are realistic, because 
they tell the truth about love as 
distinguished from lust, and about 
the high endeavors of men and 
women who have filled the world 
with beauty, music and moral en- 
thusiasm, instead of the creatures 
who crawl toward the pits of the 
damned with imprecations on their 
lips.

—(£>)—Tobacco fed to baby chicks 
is making them into bigger and 
better broilers at the Pennsylvania 
state college. 
This same nicotine diet, in the 
fully 
yiowa 
ol- 
fowl, 
makes 
healthier hens and roosters—and. 
what is more, may emancipate their 
farm owners from having to keep 
them so closely watched for fear of 
a parasitical infection that chickens 
may pick up when economically 
foraging for their own food. 
The reason for the greater growth 
of babv chicks is not wholly clear. 
It is not necessarily ascribed to nac- 
otine. If tJie cause" is nicotine, then 
this is something new in such ef- 
fects. Dr. Haley says. "Getter health 
may corne from the killing by nico- 
tine of AscaridSa LincaJa, commonly 
called round worm, a type o» fowl 
parasite. To minimise attacks of 
these parasites* farmers have been 
forced to raise their chickens on 
ground free from jnirh organisms. 
Like boys with their first smokes, 
the chicks can b<- made ill by too 
much tobacco at the start -And like 
the humans they develop "tolerance 
to increased amounts." 
However, tfcere v" no other paral- 
lel between smoking and feeding to- 
bacco to chickens. In smoking/nic- 
otine's stimulation works tiiroueh 
the blood and the nerves. In the

Are Holding Their 
Achievement Days. 


Nearly 3,000 Nebraska ertension 


club 'women are completing their 
home beautification project this 
month, according to Miss Rizpah 
Douglas, extension specialist of the 
agricultural college who has had 
charge of the work. Achievement 
day programs are being held over 
the state.. 
With achievement days scheduled 
for Nance, Colfax, Seward, Sarpy, 
and Washington counties within 
the next two weeks the project 
year will be completed. Miss Doug- 
lasn gave her project in six les- 
sons, visiting each county once 
each month in conducting k -.ders 
training schools. Counties taking 
the work included Saunders, Adams, 
Seward, Sarpy, Frontier, Buffalo, 
D?wson Nance Colfax and Wash- 
ington. 


Dividing her project up into six 
lessons, Miss Douglass held her 
first training school in September 
last fall. Each club sent its presi- 
dent and delegates to the meeting 
where Miss Douglass outlined "the 
plans for the year. Then the first 
lesson dealt with making the liv- 
ing room attractive. The women 
studied the guides for arrangement 
and how to arrange furniture. 
The second, lesson dealt with the 
walls and floors of the home. Miss 
Douglass suggested different meth- 
ods of selecting floor coverings and 
how to cover the wall in a clever 
fashion. Hooked rugs also came m 
for their share of attention. 


Identify Home Grounds. 


Farm women taking the project 
learned* how to identify the home 
grounds when they studied their 
third lesson. Miss Douglass told the 
women that any farmhouse can be 
made into an attractive home by 
the judicious use of trees." vines, 
shrubs, flowers and lawns. She out- 
lined a plan of beautification for 
the extension club women. 
Essential qualities of good fur- 
niture were studied ia the next 
lesson. Farm women enrolled in the 
extension clubs learned about the 
various pieces of furniture. They 
also refinished several pieces for 
their lesson. 
For the final lesson of the year. 
Nebraska farm women taking the 
project studied a bulletin entitled, 
"The Spirit of the Home." Miss 
Douglass felt this was a fitting 
close to the project because there 
are toher things beside physical 
things that make up the home. She 
says the attitude of the family and 
heir regard for the home help 
make the house, no matter how 
humble, a place where all love 
dominates.

WILL GIVE BEE 
DEMONSTRATIONS 


0. S. Bare Plans Visit 


Organizations Three 
Times During Year. 


Says More Interest 
is 


Being Shown in Work 


Than Ever Before. 


Fourteen • Nebraska counties will 


receive bee demonstration work this 
year, according to present plans of 
O S Bare, extension entomologist 
at the agricultural college. He is 
starting his work over the state 
next week. 
Counties which are scheduled to 


receive help in their bee demonstra- 
tion work include Scottsbluff, Dawes 
Sheridan, Mornll, Lincoln, Dawson, 
Buffalo, Hamilton, Hall, Custer, 
Valley, Saunders and Lancaster. 


Bare reports that thirteen coun- 


ties have organized beekeeper's as- 
sociations this year. During the late 
winter months of ibis year the col- 
lege of agriculture man visited sev- 
eral of the counties and helped 
them organize. The local associa- 
tions will sponsor the demonstra- 
tion meetings and advertise them in 
their home communities. 
Plans Visits. 


The extension entomologist wil' 


visit the Nebraska counties during 
the year in cooperating with them 
in their demonstration work. Dem- 
onstrations the latter part of this 
month and early May will deal with 
spring management. Beekeepers at- 
tending the demonstrations will take 
up spring problems such as swarm 
control, building up for main honey 
flow and disease identification and. 
control. 
_ 


When Bare goes out; over the 
state in late May and early June 
for the second series of demonstra- 
tions, he will emphasize summer, 
management. Nebraska beekeepers' 
will study swarm control and dis- 
ease as well as supering and other 
summer problems. 


Then in late July and early Aug- 
ust, Bare -will again visit the four- 
teen counties in giving demonstra- 
tions on fall management. T h e 
demonstrations will deal with re- 
queening, extracting and building 
up colonies for the •winter. As the 
final demonstration of the year, 
those in October will deal with 
checking u0 on the season work. 
Individual beekeepers will compare 
their methods of production with 
others. In addition they will study 
about winter protection and 
fall 


feeding if it is necessary. 


Much Interest Shown. 


Bare says there is more interest 


now in the bee demonstrations over 
the state than ever before. 
Last 


year six counties had the work and 
with the increase number of or- 
ganizations this year, 1931 looks like 
a more successful year. 


Working on a partnership basis 
last season, six Nebraska beekeepers 
found their demonstration colonies 
averaged 200 pounds of honey for 
the year, an 
exceptional record. 
Each of the six men set aside ten 
average colonies in the cooperative 
undertaking. Then the owner took 
care of five by his own method 
while Bare took care of the remain- 
ing five. Records at the end of the 
year showed the colonies averaged 
200 pounds of honey.

Comparing the aver- 
age of the slate with that of Ian- 
caster county, records show that 
the average gross receipts lor each 
hen in this county was 51 cents. 
Hens upon which cost account 
records were kept for the month 
numbered over seven thousand. It 
cost each co-operator on an aver- 
age of eleven ccnte to feed and 
tar° for each hen during the 
month.

HELPS FARMERS 


TO LANDSCAPE 


Hoppert Finishing Work 


Covering 10 Counties 


This Spring. 


With meetings scheduled in Hall 


and Webster counties this week, E. 
H. Hoppert is finishing a schedule 
upon which he has helped farmers 
in 10 counties with the landscaping 
of their farm homes. In each case 
the work has been conducted as a 
demonstration for neighbors to fol- 
low and the neighbors, have been 
Invite'd in by the county agent to 
help with'the nlanting and to lis- 
ten to Mr. Hoppert's explanation. 
Last week Mr. Hoppert worked 
in Hall, Dawson, and Buffalo coun- 
ties. In Hall county he helped Ar- 
thur Miller of Hansen; in Dawson 
county the work was done on the 
farm of J. McVicker of Cozad; and 
in Buffalo county he worked with 
Erwin Urwiller of St. Michael and 
Guy Mansfield of Kearney. Dur- 
ing the last month Mr. Hoppert has 
helped farmers in a similar way in 
Thayer, Clay, Fillmore, Cass, Ottoe, 
and Douglas counties. 
On one farm Mr. Hoppert helped 
move a lilac bush that was over 
40 years old from the front yard. 
The bush was then divided and the 
parts use as screen planting be- 
tween the house and the rest of the 
buildings. In other cases he has ad- 
vised the farmers to cut down rows 
of old cedars which now completely 
hide 
the view between the road 
and the house. 


Fencing Yard Is Problem 
Fencing the yard is a problem 
on every farm where the farmer 
and his wife want to seed grass and 
make it grow in spite of the chick- 
ens and farm, livestock. It is prac- 
tically impossible in most yarts of 
the state to have a nice lawn when 
the chickens can run over it all of 
the time. 
Some of the things shown at these 
demonstrations is th emethod. of 
pruning newly transplanted trees 
and shrubs; how to prune tea roses, 
clinmbing roses, old shrubs, etc. Mr. 
Hoppert suggested that from, one- 
third to one-half of the top of 
transplanted shrubbery be pruned 
off. li is generally advisable to cut 
off the older wood, leaving the 
young one or two year old wood to 
form the new bush. 
Tea roses, pussy willows and hy- 
drangiea paniculate should be 
pruned back in the spring so that 
only three or four buds are left on 
the new wood. The pruning will in- 
duce the shrub to send out young 
shoots with larger flowers on the 
ends. 
Climbing roses, Mr. Hoppert ad- 
vises, shrould noe be cut back until 
after they have bloomed this year. 
At that time the owner of the roses 
should decide at what height he 
wants tile blossoms to start next 
year and should cut back the roses 
to that point. This pruning will 
start out some young shoots upon 
the which the blossoms will come 
next year.

This is Time of Year for 


It, Reminds County 


Agent. 


On Arbor day, the letter of 
County Agent Purbaugh to farm 
page readers, urging the planting of 
more trees and shrubs on Nebraska 
farms is particularly appropriate. 
His article follows: 
"This is the time of year for tree 
planting. 
There is usually only 
about one month of the year in 
which tree planting may be done 
successfully. 
"Folks who are interested in 
landscape work are active in plant- 
ing shrubs, trees or flowers. A num- 
ber of landscape demonstrations 
are held each spring in various 
parts of the county. This includes 
country homes, rural churches or 
schools. A lot of interest is shown 
in these demonstrations and it is 
right that there should be, for 
there is nothing that adds so much 
to a home, a church or a school as 
do properly landscaped grounds. 
"Most persons realize that beau- 
tiful farm homes are the best ad- 
vertising their county can have. 
Environment means so much in the 
life of every boy and girl on the 
farm. Beautiful surroundings are 
always an influence for good. Fam- 
ilies living in the country are for- 
tunate in this respect because they 
can have ideal surroundings for the 
youngsters just outside the door. All 
the yard requires is just a little fix- 
ing up. Some trees for protection, 
shrubs to make it more private, aud 
flowers to make it more attractive. 
Women's Groups Active. 
"The Women's Federated clubs 
and Extension clubs have been es- 
peciajly active in the beautification 
of the farm home, and also the 
highways. A special effort is made 
to have attractive approaches to 
rural homes. This will also aid in 
making the highways more attrac- 
tive. 
"The beautification of the high- 
ways is a problem that the general 
public must be interested in. Per- 
haps the best way to have highway 
beautification is to preserve the 
trees and shrubs already estab- 
lished. Pole line companies and 
road construction contractors have 
^00 little regard for trees and other 
beauty spots along the road. Hun- 
dreds of fine trees along the high- 
ways are being destroyed each year1- 
without regard to &e effe^ "f the 
general landscape of the com- 
munity. 
"There are many miles of beauti- 
ful highways in Lancaster county, 
made so by the trees and shrubs of 
which nature played a large part 
assisted by the farmers or property 
owners. The proper authority should 
see that these beauty s?ots are 
conserved

Cows Receiving 
Grain! 


More Than Pay for 


It in Butterfat. 


Experimenting upon the question 


of whether or not it pays to feed 
grain -with roughage to dairy cows 
at present feed prices, James A, 
Holden of the Mitchell experiment 
station finds that good cows on 
roughage alone pioduced milk and 
butterfat at a lower cost per pound. 
However the value of the total pro- 
duct above feed cost was higher 
on the cows getting roughage and. 


In summing up his partially com- 
pleted experiment Holden empha- 
sizes the fact that the cows icceiv- 
ing the giain paid more than the 
market price for it It paid since 
April, 1930, to feed good dairy cows 
a grain ration even with existing 
market prices for butterfat. Far- 
mers having cows capable of pro- 
ducing o\er 300 pounds of butterfat 
per year on silage and hay alone 
will probably find it practical to add 
a good grain mixture to the ration 
at present feed prices. 
The Mitchell man used twelve of 


his Holstem cows in the test. They 
were divided into two well balanced 
lots with one lot receiving a ration 
of grain and roughage while the 
other lot received roughage alone. 


Results of the test show that ap- 
proximately twenty-six pounds of 
grain replaced twenty-one pounds of 
silage and twenty-two pounds of hay 
in producing 100 pounds of milk. 
Seven and seven-tenths pounds of 
grain replaced six pounds of silage 
and about six pounds of hay in pro- 
ducing a pound of butterfat. 
Mixture Given. 


The cows m £he test received a 


good grade of corn silage, alfalfa 
hay and a grain mixture. One lot 
received a mixture of 200 pounds 
ground barley, 100 pounds wheat 
bran, 100 pounds dried beet pulp 
and 100 pounds cottonseed meal. 
The silage was value at $4 per ton, 
the hay at $9 and the bran mixture 
at $1 35 per hundredweight. 


Cows receiving roughage and 


grain produced butterfat at approx- 
imately twenty cents a pound. Those 
getting roughage alone produced 
the fat for 14'« cents a pound. The 
cows on roughage and gjain pro- 
duced milk for 66'L- cents a hundred 
while those on roughage alone pro- 
duced it for 49 cents a hundred. 
Cows on roughage and grain re- 
turned $2 19 for each dollar invested 
in feed while those on roughagq 
alone returned $3.02. 


However, the cows on roughage 


and grain produced almost one- 
third more milk and one-third more 
butterfat than those getting rough- 
age alone, making the value of their 
product above feed cost about 10 
oer cent higher than the value of 
the product above feed cost from 
the cows getting roughage alone 


In commenting upon the quality 


of cows used in the test. Holden 
says tho>e OB roughage and grain 
, 


were capable of producing an aver- ,' 
age of over 500 pounds of butterfafc 
per year while the same kind of 
cows on roughage alone would prob- 
ably oroducc between 300 and 330 
pounds. He believes if a farmer has 
cows which will produce over 300 
pounds of butterfat ner, year on sil- 
age and hay alone, it will rjay him 
at present feed prices to add a good 
grain mixture to the ration.

EvidenfU he took time to study 
it, privately, for when Harry Stuhl- 
drether, one of the "Four Horse- 
men," appeared at Notre Dame, ths 
play was used_by him. 


One of the iirst of the outside or- 
ganizations that had a look at it 
were the Haskell Indians, then be- 
ing coached by Dick'Hanley, now of 
Northwestern. 


String of Brook Trout. 


"The Indians," says Hanley, "were 
on the ro.ad, as usual, and dropped 
off at South Bend to scrimmage 
Rock's team. They did very well, 
indeed, for a while, and then Stuhl- 
dreher began, to throw that pass 
around. 


"The Indians had never seen any- 
thing like It and they actually stood 
around, with their mouths open,
